Any school board official learning of a vicla- 
tion of this rule would be required to report it 
at once te the trial committee of the board, the 
offending member to be “‘ suspended” forth, 
with by the president, pending trial. 

Tf the charges were sustained, it would be

The same rule and penaltics would apply te 
every principal and teacher in the Ohicage 
schools,

Battle Starts; Full of Talk. 


It all came about through Trustee Louis F, 
Post's resolution making total abstinence a 
requisite for school engineers. The resolu- 
tion was defeated by a vote of 6 to 18. but not

Trustee Garta wae responsible for the wave 
of prohibition that came near carrying every- 
tn tn before it. After an hour of heated dis- 
pute over the Post n and a substitute 
introduced by Mr. Urion, the latter withdrew 
his substitute in order to straighten out a 
parliamentary tangle, and everybody was 
ready to vote on the Post measure when Mr. 
Gartz got the floor.

Then They Vote; Here Is Record. 

“Do you insist on a vote on the amend- 
ment?“ asked President Schneider. Mr. 
Gartz did. Mr. White was appealed to and 
said he had no intention of withdrawing his 
second. 

„Shame! called Dr. Cornelia De Bey, 
but no one heard officially and the roll call 
proceeded. 

Mr. O’Ryan and Mr. White, the first two 
trustees on the list, voted “ Aye,“ and every 
one thought it was funny. When Dr. Guerin 
voted in the same way one or two of the 
trustees began to move about uncomfortably 
in their seats. Then Mr. Mills was called on. 

“TI have no idea that this was proposed 
seriously.“ he sad. But lam going to vote 
for it seriously. The members of the board 
of education, by all means, should be barred 
frem drinking. I'm for it!” 

Dr. De Bey was white with anger when her 
name was called. 

“If I had the penetrating voice of Dr. 
White,” she said, or the brogue of Mr. 
O’Ryan, or the apparent oratorical ability of 
Mr. Post, I'd like to say something! As it 
is, I can simply vote No!“ 


Says Too Much Prohibition.” 

Trustee Harding was frankly puzzled. 

1 don't know whether this is serious or 
not,“ he said blankly. “ Does this mean that 
if there are eleVen votes for this measure I 
can’t take a drink when I go home? If so, 
it’s a prohibitory law, and it is absolutely 
improper! ”’ :

Calls It Unchristian. 

The debate on the original Post resolution 
and Mr. Urion's amendment was vigorous 
and at times extremely heated. 

This,“ said Dr. Kohn, speaking of the 
Post measure, “is an infringement on per- 
sonal liberty that we have no right to make. 
We shall simply make sneaks and liars out of 
our engineers! And who knows but the Anti- 
Cigaret league may come next?’ 

Mr. Urion introduced an innovation in the 
board by producing a typewritten speech and 
reading it to the trustees. With the speech 
were letters from eleven railroads center- 
ing in Chicago, all disproving the contention 
that railroad engineers generally must be. 
total abstainers. 

„J cannot believe that Mr. Post candidly 
and sincerely hopes for the adoption of thie 
rule,“ said Mr. Urion. This board has 
already too many rules, as the country has 
too many laws. The proposed rule is un- 
Christian, arbitrary, and intolerant, It takes 
us back to the witch burning days of our 
ancestors.” 

On the Post resolution the vote was as 
follows:

Accident in Colby Furniture 
House Startles Loop Distriet. 


| 


WOMAN IS SERIOUSLY HURT. 


Miss Frances Branitzky Is Struck and 
Her Skull Fractuted. 


An explosion of gas in the basement of the 
John A. Colby & Sons furniture store, 156 
Wabash avenue, yesterday afternoon partly 
wrecked the newly remodeled establishment 
and probably fatally injured Miss Frances 
Branitsky, cashier of the company. A dozen 
other persons had narrow escapes. A care- 
less search for a leak in the gas pipes is given 
as the cause of the accident. 

The sound of the explosion filled the street 
until the cars were blocked. Broken glass 
and damaged furniture were scattered over 
the salesroom and on the sidewalk. At first 
it was reported that a dozen persons had been 


fatally hurt. 

The explosion occurred at 4 e’clock in the 
afternoon. The store had been opened but 
three days, having been almost destroyed in 
a fire that swept through the place Jan. 28. 
4 more serious damage was averted yester- 
day by John Rogers, the engineer, who was 
in the basement at the time. He ran to the 
front of the store and turned off the gas, 
probably preventing a epread of the fire. 


Seeks Leak with Candle. 

Two workmen employed by W. A. David- 
gon, a Van Buren street plumber, were work- 
ing in the basement when a lighted candle 
one was carrying came in contact with the 
leak in the main. Instantly there was a flash 
of light and the men were thrown to the back 
part of the room. 

The main foree of the explosion struck the 
first floor. The heavy plate glass windows 
in the front of the salesroom were blown 
completely from their casings. Heavy pieces 
of furniture were broken into pieces and 
hurled about the room. 

Miss Branitzky was knocked from her chair 
and thrown into a heap near one of the rents 
in the floor. Her skull and jaw were frac- 
tured and her left leg broken. After being 
attended by a physician she was taken to 
the Mercy hospital, where she was said to be 
in a. critical condition last night. She lives 
at 605 Jackson boulevard. * 


Woman Injured on Street. 

Another who was injured was Mrs. Fannie 
Goeller, who was passing the front of the 
store at the time of the explosion. She was 
blown across the sidewalk on to the street 
car track. After being treated by a physi- 
cian she was taken to her home, 1012 Milwau- 
kee avefiue. 

Miss Amanda Olson, George Moore, 
Thomas Cahler, Tony Mongal, and Henry 
Dolson were among others who were slight- . 
ly cut by flying glass or pieces of furniture. 
They were all able to go to their homes with- 
out assistance. 

As soon as the injured were removed from 
the storeroom an investigation was started. 
It was discovered that a cap on a T joint 
on à pipe running in the space between the 
ceiling of the basement and the floor of the 
storeroom had not been securely fastened. 
The odor of the escaping gas had been noticed 
for several days and the workmen had been 
unable to find the place of the leak. 

When the sheeting was torn away from the 

point covering the T joint one of the 
plumbers placed the candle in position so that 
he could look into the opening. The accumu- 
lation of gas in the space was lighted by the 


‘phase. The plumber instantly dropped to 
the floor and was not hurt by the explosion, 
which shook the building and those adjoin- 
ing for a block around the store 6 br 
the.furniture company. 


Henry Oolby Feels Shock. 

Henry Colby, one of the members of the 
firm, was on the upper floor when he heard 
the report. He said that he believed that 
the explosion had occurred in a bullding 
within the blog but did not think that it 
was connected with his establishment. He 
hurried to the firstfloor and assisted in caring 
for Miss Branitaky and othérs who were hurt. 

“IT was on an upper floor when the en- 
plosion occurred,” said Mr. Colby. “I did 
not think that it was in this building, al- 
though there was a good deal of a jar where 
I stood. I hurried to the first floor, and at 
first I belleved that a number had been 
badly hurt. I was glad to find that so many 
had escaped injury. 

It is not possible to tell exactly what the 
damage will be to the store and stock, but I 
do not think that it will bo large. Some of 
the insurance men who have beeh through 
think that it will be between $2,000 and 
$3,000.” 

Polies Clear Streets. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler with seventy- 
five policemen appeared at the scene within a 
few minutes after the explosion and soon 
cleared the street. A fire alarm brought a 
number of engines and hook and ladder com- 
panies, but they were not needed and returned 
at once to their quarters. 


GUN UPHOLDS SPARE THAT TREE 


Warlike Old Farmer Backs Up Ancient 
Plea and Halts Electric Com- 
pany’s Gang. 


Determined to protect his trees from a 
“trimming gang of the North Shore Elec- 
tric company that was attempting to string 
wires across his property, Charles Treptow, 
72 years old, all day yesterday until late at 
night guarded his property with a shotgun. 

Treptow is wealthy and lives on a farm just 
south of Libertyville. He said he had given 
permission to the electric company to string 
the wire, but asserts the men violated an 


agreement to spare the trees. 

The farmer's daughter called him from the 
house and when the workmen refused to 
leave the trees he gent the girl for the shot- 
gun and with it drove the men from the yard. 

Right of way men were unable to move 
Treptow, who threatened to shoot any one 
who stepped a foot on hie ground. 

“I’m going to take care of my trees, was 
hie grim answer to all peace proffers.

FLAMES IN A TANNING PLANT. 


Fire Does $20,000 Damage to Prop- 
erty of Chicago,Company at 
51-55 Dayton Street. 


The plant of the Chicago Tanning company, 
51-65 Dayton street, was partly destroyed 
early this morning by fire. The blaze is be- 
lieved to have started in the tanning room on 
the second floor of an addition at the rear, 
then spread to the third floor of the main 
structure. The loses was $20,000, of which 
$5,000 was caused by water. 


AiDs DOCTORS IN own DEATH 


New York Man Calmly Faces Grim 


Messenger 72 Hours. 


Is A VICTIM OF RABIES. 


Strange Attributes of Hydrophobia Re- 
vealed in Tragic Case. 


* 


New York, May 20.—[Special.]—William 
H. Marsh, a Brooklyn man condemned by 
his gentleness to a pet bulldog to die in the 
convulsions of rabies, passed his agony 
today. The death which he had known ip 
his lucid moments during the last twenty- 
four hours to be inevitable came at 5 o’clock 
this afternoon. 

The patient, whe had tossed * turned on 
his bed at his home, 74 Ocean avenue, suf- 
fered double torture today. Dr. Henry M. 
Cullinan, who had been in close attendance 
upon Mr. Marsh since first he. went home 
with the knowledge that death was coming 
to him, said the patient had been, able to 
follow step by step the course of the dis- 
ease through knowledge acquired in a full 
course in medicine. Like a man sitting con- 
demned in a cell listening to a clock that 
brings dawn nearer, Mr. Marsh had diagnosed 
the advance of the disease that had him in its 
hold at intermittent periods of consciousness. 

One of the cruelties of rabies is that between 
times when its victims are twisted with the 
stiffening of their muscles their mental facul- 
tles are remarkably clear. According to the 
testimony of three physicians who were at 
Mr. Marsh's bedside today, the patient 
showed unusual mental strength in periods of 
consciousness. He inquiréd calmly as to his 
symptoms and commented upon the advance 
of the disorder with almost a detached in- 


terest. 
Knew Death Was at Hand. 


When Mr. Marsh left the Pasteur institute 
on Monday he knew he must die. He had 
been told seventy-two hours was almost the 
definite limit of his life. From that time the 
patient marked the passage of those seventy- 
two hours. He did not know of theapproach 
of the end by several hours, for with final 
paralysis came a merciful coma. 

When Mr. Marsh went back to his house 
on Monday he told his family he had to 
die, as he already was well advanced in 
the second stage of rabies. Intermittent con- 
vulsions of the larynx, which first had led 
him to seek medical advice, were more 
pronounced. Characteristic difficulty in 
swallowing had grown acute, and the same 
senee of unrest and excitability that drives 
a dog stricken with the malady to wander 
without purpose in the streets had made 
themselves evident. 

Dr. Cullinan called Dr. William L. Wheeler 
of the Pasteur institute and Dr. E. H. Fiske 
of Brookiyn in consultation. To the phy- 
sicilans the patient spoke rationally, without 
fear. 

“When the convulsions get too hard,” he 
said, “‘ make things easier with opiates.” 


Physician Alleviates Torture. 


Tuesday night and all day today until the 
end Dr. Cullinan, who never left the man's 
bed. endeavored to make things easier. He 
administered constant doses of morphine 
and hyoscyamine. Chloroform he dared not 
use. The law which forbidsa physician com- 
mitting merciful murder made alleviation 
of the stricken man’s tortures only partly 
possible. 

Telegrams came from Chicago, San Fran- 
cisco, and places near home, all containing 
some recommendation of a patent nostrum 
or other remedy for rabies.

A prominent bishop said the election is 
notable as showing less of politics and more 
of real search for the most worthy leaders 
than any held for years. 

The first ballot was held in the morning, 
but the tellers did not complete the count 
until 5 o'clock this afternoon, when the con- 
vention reassembled to hear the result and 
take a second ballot. 

Seven hundred and seventy-seven votes 
were cast in the first ballot, of which seven 
were thrown out because of defects. This left 
the number necessary to elect at 514, as a 
two-thirds vote is required to elect a bishop. 
Every ballot contained the names of eight 
men. The number voted for was 154, many 
getting but a few votes.

Dr. E. G. Hirsch Says Chicag 
Not New York, Is Real One. 


THIS CITY NOT PROVINCTAL. 


He Speaks at Banquet Given by the 
Metropolitan Club. 


Chicago, and not New York, is the real 
metropolis of the United States according to 
Dr. Emil G. Hirsch. Dr. Hirsch delivered his 
opinion upon this subject last night at a 
banquet of the Metropolitan club, Forty-sev- 
enth street and higan avenue. 

“A city like ours“ he said. has become 
a symbol of metropolitan activity. Because 
Chicago never is provincial. It ia the most 
characteristic American city in our union. 
Here are gathered together the descendants 
Sometimes it is said that 
New York is the metropolis. That ig not 
true. A New Yorker is insular. He thinks 
that America ends with the Hudson and 
that all beyond is a little appendix. 

“He pities you that you have to live, 80 
far away and only understands how you can 
live in Chicago when he hears that eighteen 
hour trains can bring you quickly back to 
New York. Every manifestation of the New 
York splrit is insular, 


Chiczgo a Beacon Light. 

Here in Chicago we have freedom, the 
interchange of ideas, harmony through di- 
versity. It is a beacon light to migratory 
members of the human family. It 16 really 
built by immigrants from all the world, and 
it has retained that stamp of immigrant 
universality. 

Some people say that it would be well to 
shut the gates against the tide of immigra- 
tion. We cannot do it. 

“It is characteristic of the metropolitan 
spirt that its residents shall extend the hand 
of help to those who need it. Rome and 
Athens and China restricted immigration. 
All insular nations do it. We cannot shut 
our gates and go on. That would bring 
atrophy. It will stifle the best we have. The 
last to take up this cry should be the Jew. 
We are all the children of immigrants. The 
Jew stands for universality. He plerces na- 
tionalism. He stands higher. Perhaps this 
explains in part the radical prejudice that 
still exists against us in all the world.“ 


Judge Mack Urges Liberal Spirit. 

Judge Julian W. Mack indorsed Dr. Hirsch’s 
ideas about immigration. He said the liberal 
spirit must be adopted. In speaking of the 
part the Jew should play in city life Judge 
Mack said: 

“The Jew should enter into the work of 
solving city problems with all his energy. 
We feel too much that our co&peration is not 
wanted on account of the prejudice against» 
us. I know that feeling is wrong and that 
our codéperation is wanted. I hope that when 
the mayor calls for club expression on ques- 
tions that arise that this club will be heard.“ 

Samuel Alschuler was another speaker. 
The banquet was the first formal one given 
by the club since it was reorganized a year 
ago. David R. Levy was toastmaster. 


HALT IN “CAUSEWAY” PLANS 
ORDERED BY THE MAYOR. 


Nothing More to Be Done Toward 
Boulevard on Stilts Till Hearing Is 
Given Objecting Property Owners. 


The scheme of a boulevard link on stilts 
received a setback yesterday.

CALL M. D.S ‘DRUG NIHILISTS’ 


State Eclectic Members Attack 
Allopathic Physicians. 


INSIST ON USE OF MEDICINE. 


apeutic Methods. 


An attack was made onthe allopathic 
school of medicine by the Illinois State 
Eclectic Medical society at its fortieth an- 
nual convention yesterday. In a resolution 
the physicians who attempt to get away 
from the use of drugs in the treatment of 
diseases were termed “ therapeutical nihil- 
ists.” The endeavor was voted “ inhuman 
and unworthy of the medical profession.” 

Dr. Arthur Bevan and Dr. Frank Billings 
were declared by Dr. J. B. Davis of Pontiac 
to be leaders in the movement to use no drugs 
in the treatment of pneumonia, which he 
said “is certainly a sad plight for the lead- 
ers in the allopathic profession.”’ 

“The physician is rapidly losing his in- 
dividuality. He must reconstruct his thera- 
peutics or he ie forever lost, declared Dr. 
Finley Ellingwood of Evanston at the after- 
noon session. 

‘‘ There must be reform in our profession. 
We stand for Grugs. This Christian Science 
idea of curing a pain with ‘ make believe you 
have not got it’ will not cure the disease.” 


Resolutions Favor Drugs. 

Dr. Ellingwood concluded his remarks by 
introducing the following resolution, which 
was unanimously adopted by the 200 physi- 
cians attending the convention. 

Whereas, The eclectic practitioner of medicine 
practices his profession with a profound confidence 
and faith in the eurative power of the remedies 
which be uses; and, 

Whereas, The allopath, or old school of medi- 
cine, is getting farther and farther away from the 
use of drugs and remediai agents and are educat- 
ing the public through magazine and newspaper 
articles to become therapeutic nihilists; 

Resolved, That we, the Ilinols BEelecte Medical 
gociety, here convened, condemn such (nihilistic 
doctrines and that we do everything in our power 
through the public press and otherwise to educate 
laymen to have confidence in remedies properly 
applied to reMeve the alls of the human family. 

Praises Attention to Hygiene. 

Dr. charles H. Merritt of Alton, in his an- 
nual address, said that old customs and habits 
are having the light of definite knowledge 
for better things turned on the darker re- 
cesses. 

„One example of this is the attention given 
to hygiene in public schoola,” said Dr. Mer- 
ritt. “ Abandonment of the well known 
slate, which was one of the direct means 
of traneferring germ diseases from child 
to child, ie probably the best change that 
has been made, and is only the beginning 
step of a great plan to eradicate an element 
in school life which has wrought havoc for 
centuries. 

„Every year adds to medical and surgical 
achievements. Medical mysticism that in 
days past laid hold upon the laity with such 
a tenacious grip is beginning to loosen its 
tentacles. Such men as Pasteur, Lister, and 
Koch have laid broad foundation stones for 
a worthy building. The public deserves bet- 
ter things than to have its education left 
to the nostrum of the vender.”

POLICY GAMES ARE KILLED 
AFTER CRUSADE OF A YEAR. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Roe Gays 
“4-11-44” Gambling Has Been 
Driven Away by Fifty Prosecutions. 


After a year's crusade, during which over 
fifty prosecutions were conducted by Assis- 
tant State’s Attorney Clifford G. Roe, in co- 
operation with the city police, the policy 
game is said to have been driven out of Chi- 
cago. 

The conviction of the last policy writer 
In the city was secured yesterday before 
Municipal Judge Dicker. The gambler was 
Sam A. Hankins, a negro, who runs a bar- 
ber shop in State street. He was fined $3800. 

A year ago there were 10,000 policy games 
in operation in Chicago. This gambling. 
which at that time had spread over all parts 
of Chicago, and especially in the First ward, 
was brought to the attention of the state's 
attorney, The police department started 
raiding and gradually policy writers were 
capturefl, convicted, fined, or sent to the 
bridewell.

OLD THEATER MAN IS DEAD 


John A. Hamlin, Founder of the 
Grand Opera House, Succumbs. 


LONG CAREER IN CHICAGO. 


Came of Family of Doctors and Was a 
Maker of Wizard Oil.’’ 


John Austin Hamlin, proprietor of the 
Grand opera house, died last night at the 
Virginia hotel of heart disease. 
Mr. Hamlin was one of the best known the- 
atrical managers in the country and noted 
for the independent manner in which hecon- 
ducted the Grand opera house. He built the 
theater in 1872, immediately after the fire, 
and called it Hamlin’s theater. A few years 
later the name was changed to that which it 
now bears. His ownership of the property 
has been continuous. Will J. Davie was one 
of his early associates in the theatrical busi- 
ness. 


Came Here Forty-seven Years Ago. 
Mr. Hamlin came to Chicago from Cincin- 
mati in 1861 to develop the patent medicine 
business known as Hamlin’s Wizard Oi!. 
which he had established two years before at 
the age of 22 years. Since entering the the- 
atrical field the wizard oll business has occu- 
pied less of his personal attention, though it 
has been a source of large profits. 

Mr. Hamlin was born in Cuyehoga Falls. 
O., June 29, 1887. He came of a family of 
doctors, his father, Dr. William Starr Ham- 
lin, being one of the best known physi- 
cians of his time in Ohio. The son was edu- 
cated in the public schools and at Taylor's 
academy in his native town. He had invented 
the of] which carried his name from one end 
of the country to the other almost before he 
was out of his teens. 


Four Children Living. 

He was married in 1860 to Mary Eleanor 
Hart at Cincinnati. Of their seven chil- 
dren four are living. His daughter is Mrs. 
Mancel T. Clark of Winnetka. Harry L. 
Hamlin, his eldest son, has charge 
of the Grand opera house. George 
‘Hamlin is a tenor singer of international rep- 
utation. Herbert W. Hamlin is an attorney 
with offices at 87 Clark atreet. Mr. Hamlin’s 
widow also survives him. His son, Frederick 
R. Hamlin, who made a decided success as a 
theatrical manager, died two years ago. 

Mr. Hamlin was in perfect health up to 
about a month ago, when he fell into a decline 
which culminated with his death last night. 
No arrangements have been made for the fu- 
neral. 

Mr. Hamlin wasa Mason, a republican, and 
a member of the Union League and Washing- 
tom Park clubs.

Roosevelt Gets Full Weight. 


It is obvious that if there is a financtal 

lump in the fall, the chief sufferer will be 
Theodore Roosevelt. Rightly or wrongly he 
will’ be charged with responsibility for the 
Situation. His enemies will declare that his 
outspoken attacks on corporations and his 
efforts to bring the trusts to terms produced 
the panic of last fall and the one which may 
follow next fall.

Washington, D. C., May 20. — Senator Ray- 


ner of Maryland paid his respecis to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt again today in a sarcastic 
address in the senate. He made an appeal 
fOr a vote on a resolution authorizing and 
requesting ”’ the president to appoint a court 
of inquiry to investigate charges against 
Col. William F. Stewart, coast artillery, 
stationed at Fort Grant, Ariz. 

Mr. Rayner declared his belief. that the 
committee on military affairs would not re- 
port his resolutioin during the present ses- 
sion of congress, and asked that a modified 
resolution he had prepared be acted upon 
by the senate without the intervention of the 
committee. Objectioin being made, the fur- 
ther consideration of the resolution was post- 
poned. 


Not Hastening Action. 


Mr. Rayner, in opening his address, said 


in a sarcastic way that he believed the pres- 
ident and war department were hastening 
action. He continued: 

It is proper for me to remihg the sen- 


ate, however, that while this case is being. 


thus expedited Col. Stewart is upon the 
heights of Arizona.

When he comes to a conclusion 
on strictly .ex parte testimony his positien 
is impregnable. When he has finished with 
the prosecution, and there has been no tes- 
timony allowed to be produced on the other 
side, he is. so well fortified and intrenched 
that you cannot dismantle him. 


Justice of Doubtful Brand. 

When he has his victim upon the heights 
of Arizona and declines to receive any com- 
munication from him and positively asserts 
that there is no necessity of examining his 
witnesses or hearing his testimony heiis then 
in a position to administer justice with an ab- 
solutely impartial and unprejudiced mind. A 
judge who hears both sides may have his 
mind disturbed, but a president. who hears 
only one side can proceed with accuracy and 
precision to final judgment without the slight- 
est danger of making any mistake upon the 
testimony he has heard.

TRAITOR, SAYS WILLIAMS 


Members and Newspaper Men Un- 
justly Accused, Declares Com- 
mittee in Conelusions. 


Washington, D. C., May 20.—[Special.]— 
Representative George L. Lilley of Connecti- 
cut, whose charges that congressmen and 
newspaper men had been improperly influ- 
enced In connection with submarine torpedo 


boat legislation. have been under investiga- 


tion by a.special committee, is unmercifully 
rebuked in the report adopted by the house 
today. 

The nonpartisan vote, 187 to 82, showed the 
feeling that prevailed against the Connecti- 
cut representative, and John Sharp Willianis, 
leader of the democratic side, added a person- 
al turn to the grilling afforded to Lilley by 
denouncing him as a traitor. 


Cause of the Inquiry. 


The investigation grew out of a resolution 
introduced by Mr. Lilley in the house on 
Feb. 20 last asking that a committee be ap- 
pointed to investigate the conduct of the 
Electric Boat company of New Jersey and 
their predecessors, the Holland company, 
respecting the methods employed by them 
in connection with past and proposed legis- 
lation before congress. 

The report says Lilley violated his obliga- 
tions as a member, acted in bad faith with 
the committee, and showed contempt for the 
housejin his conduct. The Connecticut dele- 
gation voted against the resolution and Rep- 
resentatives Higgins and Hill spoke in favor 
of Lilley. Representatives McCall, Keifer, 
and Hobson voted against the report. 


Williams Scores Lilley. 


“The worst form of treason to a govern- 
ment Hike ours,“ said Representative Will- 
jams, is corrupt practice on the part of a 
representative of the people.“ 

Such a member, he declared, is hot a gen- 
tleman, for, he said, no gentleman betrayed 
a trust. The worst form of treason to the 
people,“ he exclaimed, is to stigmatize as 
being guilty of corrupt practices fellow rep- 


resentatives of the people who are not guilty. 


of the charges.“ 

He said he had no hesitation in saying that 
such a man ought not to be allowed to re- 
main a member of the house. The commit- 
tee, he contended, had acted leniently with 
Lilley, but he was sorry to observe that the 
Connecticut delegation did not seem to ap- 
preciate that fact. 


Lilley’s Iliness Saves Him. 

Mr. Williams presumed that the reason the 
committee did not recommend expulsion was 
because Mr. Lilley was Hi. ‘No man,“ he 
faid, ought to be arraigned and visited 
with a heavy pénaity without the oppor- 
tunity of being heard,“ and he felt that was 
the reason the report had not been carried 
to its log‘cal conclusion. 

I am ed of the degradation of the,repre- 
sentatives of the people. I am tired of my 
own association with that degradation,“ he 
shouted. 

It had, he declared, reached the point that 
simply because a man had been elected by 
the people to fill a place on the floor of the 
house he at once became a suspect. The 
man was a gentleman the day before his 
election and a suspect the day - after—an 
open, palpable, plain, and obvious victim of 
yellow journals and of all self-interviewing 
members dt congress.“ 


Some Important Conclusions. 


Chairman Boutell and his colleagues on the 
committee review the testimony in their re- 
port and declare with entire unanimity that 


no member of the house and no representative 


of the press has been induced by offersof the 
Electric Boat company to act from corrupt 


tion to justify his charges; that 
himself to be used us an

and attack upon a competing company: that 


he acted in bad faith in concealing from the 
committee the real parties in interest behind 
the investigation: charge that the 
four battleship proposition was defeated by 
the adoption of the submarine clause in the 
naval committee's bill was false; that Lilley, 
as a member of the naval committee, knew 
that the charge was false, and that he re- 
fused to maintain the charge before thiscom- 
mittee; that no official of the navy has been 
induced by the officers of the Electric Boat 
company or any one else to act in his official | 
capacity from corrupt or improper motives; 
that the charge that an exceesive profit in the 
submarine contracts was cue tospecial legis- 
lation in favor of one company was false and 
Mr. Lilley knew that the charge was false 
when he made it, 


Defends Newspaper Men. 

The report says no representatives of the 
press have been bribed or corrupted by the 
Electric Boat company, and that no member 
of the house hag been induced by the officers 
of the Electric Boat company or any one 
else to act in his official capacity‘ from cor- 
rupt or improper motives; that the two at- 
torneys employed by the Electric Boat com- 
pany in the districts of members of the naval 
committee and remote from the business of 
the company did not exercise a corrupting 
influence upon either Mr..LAlley or Mr. Loud, 
in whose districts they lived. 

In conclusion the report declares that no 
campaign or other contributiong were made 
by the Electric Boat company toany member 
of the house or to any campaign committee 
or fund of any political party, and that Mr. 
Lilley has.sworn repeatedly, including his 
last appearance before the committee, that 


he had no further suggestions, facts, or 


sources of information, and that he had with- 
helcy from the committee nothing that would 
tend to sustain his charges. 


Lilley Talks of Report. 

Waterbury, Conn., May 20.—Representative 
at Large George L. Lilley when informed to- 
day of the substance of the report of the Bou- 
tell committee, said: The most serious, the 
most painful aspect of the report to me is 
the reflection upon my personal honor. 
Among those who know me I do not think 
that requires any comment. Nothing in my 
private or public record will justify these 
personal refiections. I want to read the re- 
port fully and consult my lawyers before 
saying anything further.“ 


“IN GOD WE TRUST” ON COINS. 


Medallists Say New Gold Pieces Will 
Now BeGreater Botch than 
Ever. 


Washington, D. C., May 20.—[Special.]— 
Now that the president has signed the bill 
‘restoring the motto In God We Trust to 
gold coins, the director of the mint is making 
preparations to put it on new coins. 

In anticipation of the passage of the bill 
new dies have been prepared by the director 
of the mint, and there will be no delay in 
turning out the new coins. , The St. Gaudens 
design will be used, and the motto will be 
placed on the $20 piece in the space above the 
flying eagle near the rim. On the $10 piece 
the motto will appear at the left and in front 
of the strange looking bird, facetiously called 
at the time the new coin appeared, the 
eagle in trousers.“ It is probable that the 
new coin will be pronounced by medaliists 
and sculptors more of a botch than ever be- 
fore, for there is not space enough on the face 
of the coins to bear artistically. al the em- 
blems, lettering, and figures required by law.

of the Presbyterian general assembly today. 
All the speakers reported progress in bet- 
tering the spiritual life of the colleges. 

Addresses were made by the Rev. F. A. 
Wilber of the University of Kansas, the Rev. 
Leslie M. French, University of Michigan; 
the Rev. J. M. Duer, University of Illinois; 
and Chancellor Frank Strong of the Univer- 
sity of Kansas. In the afternoon the Rev. 
Dr. Henry A. Culbertson, president of Em- 
poria college, Kansas. spoke; also the Rev. 
Dr. W. W. Elivancy of Columbia, Mo.; the 
Rev. Dr. E. W. Clippinger of Champaign, 
III.; the Rev. Dr. Payne of the University of 
Kansas; the Rev. David Howell of Detroit, 
Mich., and the Rev. G. W. Allison of the 


' University of Wisconsin. 


A dinner was givem to the speakers tonigbt 
when the Rev. Dr. William C. Covert of Chi- 
cago made the principal address on the 
theme, Religion and Our Public Educa- 
tional System. The Rev. Dr. J. Beveridge 
Lee of Philadelphia made an address on 
“The Deepening of the Spiritual Life of Uni- 
versity Students.” It was decided to hold 


,another conference in connection with the 


next meeting of the Presbyterian general 
assembly.

The Rev. Dr. J. W. Barclay of Detroit, 
Mich.,.an ex-confederate soldier, who was 
a candidate several years ago, is also men- 
tioned, s. Matthews, Fullerton, and Bar- 
clay are ail southern men, and it is apparent- 
ly a certainty that a southern Presbyterian 
will be put into the church's highest office, 
cementing solidly all formerly discordant 
elements.

Col. Steward of Postoffice Pleads 
for New Street System. 


THINKS-CITY BEHIND TIMES. 


Ald. Key Says Committee Is Waiting 
to Hear All Schemes. 


An insight into the workings of the Chi- 
cago postoffice distributing department was 
given and a plea for reform was made by 
Col. Leroy T. Steward, chief of that depart- 
ment, in a talk to the City club yesterday 
for a new system of street numbering. 

Under the present antiquated system it 
requires 1,080 days approximately for a dis- 
tributer to learn how to ‘throw’ the mail 
perfectly,” said Col. Steward. Under the 
new system proposed, and which is now be- 
fore the council, this time would be reduced 
to approximately one month. This reacts on 
expeditious delivery of mail.” 

The speaker then took a rap at the so- 
called “‘aldermanic courtesy.“ which per- 
mitted the promiscuous changing of streets 
and numbers to please a.small constituency, 
declaring such practice inimical to the wel- 
fare of the city at large. 

What is the use of spending large sums 
in beautifying the city when one cannot 
find one’s way about it! be asked. I think 
it ia better thet the city of Chicago revise 
its present ancient system of street num- 
bering and naming before it does anything 


else, 
Vast Quantity of Mall. 

“There were over 9,000 buildings erected 
in Chicago last year at a total cost of $58,- 
000,000 and occupying property estimated at 
253,000 lineal feet. There were handled in 
the Chicago postoffice 488,000,000 pieces of 
first class mall, 138,000,000 pieces of second 
class mall, and more than 18,000,000 pieces of 
mail were taken from the mai} boxee of the 
city. Now, the average ‘mail’ population 
of the city is 4,000,000, representing a total 
of 2,814 miles of streets and 191 square miles 
of territory. 

„Ot the vast amount of mall handled every 
year 40 per cent of it is inadequately ad- 
dressed, requiring added work, which in 
many cases is fruitless, for only a small per- 
centage of this stray mall is finally corrected. 

“The city of Cleveland spent more than 

$34,000 to improve its street naming and 
numbering system, the city of Rio Janeiro 
dynamited uumbers. ot Its streets to effect.a 
business improvement, while the poor city 
of Chicago, the pride of the west, has not 
the backbone or civic pride to change its 
street numbering system.” 

John D. Riley, chief of the city: map de- 
partment, spoke for the adoption of the re- 
districting plan now before the council com- 
mittee. 

Waiting to Hear from All. 

Ald. Hey, chairman ofjthe council commit- 
tee on nomenclature, explained the action of 
his committee in delaying the adoption of a 
new system by saying that the committee 
wished to hear from everybody who had a 
scheme. He expressed himself as being 
heartily in favor of a new system. 


700 CRIMINALS FREE SOON? 
FEW JUDGES TO TRY THEM. 


Kersten Announces He Will Hold Night 
Sessions and Tackle Docket, Then 
Censures Other Jurists. 


Judge George Kersten yesterday an- 
nounced he would hold night sessions begin- 
ning with tomorrow, so-he could clear the 
crowded docket. in the Criminal court, and 
also censured the judges of the Superior and 
Circuit court for their. alleged refusal to sit 
in the Criminal court. 

There are now nearly 700 prisoners in the 
county jail, and many will escape punish- 
ment under the four term act, unless given 
immediate trial. Only four criminal judges 
are sitting in the north side building. 

Something ought to be done, and done 
right away,“ said Judge Kersten. The 
state's attorney's office is ready to prose- 
cute the cases, but there are no judges. The 
work on the north side always has been 
shunned by the jurists from the south side.“ 

President Busse of the county board was 
in conference this morning with Architects 
Holabird and Roche considering plans for 
remodeling the interior of the Criminal Court 
bullding. The plans include the removal of 
the grand jury quarters from the second to 
the top floor. Juryrooms with couches and 


other conveniences will be instaHed on the 
top floor.

[MAKE VAIN SBARGH FOR BOYS 


Schoolmates Seek Ralph McCabe 
and Chester McCormick. 


ARE MISSING SINCE TUESDAY 


Parents Hold Kidnaping Theory; May 
Be in Freight Car, 


Police throughout Chicago searched with- 
out result yesterday and last night for Ralph 
Moecabe, 7 years old, and Chester M ck, 
8 ‘years old, who mysteriously disappeared 
from their homes at 6648 State street Tues- 
day afternoon. That the two boys may have 
been locked 1 freight care by mistake while 
playing on the Lake Shore tracks south of 
their home is the belief of the Englewood po- 
lice, while the kidnaping theory is advanced 
by their parents. 

Searching parties of neighborsand children 
of the Brownell school, Sixty-fifth etreet and 
Perry avenue, where the McCormick boy at- 
tended olasses, aided the police in the hunt. 
Every corner of Englewood was explored. 
Tracers attempted to follow the freight cars 
removed from the railway yards, and the po- 
lice kept an eye out for kignapers without 
getting track of the missing children. 

Mr. and\Mrs. Thomas McCormick believe 
Chester may have been stolen for some pur- 
pose. They declare the boy was too old to 
have strayed away and would have beemable 
to find hie way back easily. Mra W. G. Mo- 
Cabe, who occupies the second floor of the 
flat building, expressed the belief that her 
son would aleo have returned home unless 
detained by kidnapera The parents are in- 
clined to believe with the thet the 
children may have fallen asleep in a freight 
car which wae afterwards locked. 


Holds Kidnaping Theory. 4 

“Tt looks suspicious to me, for Chester is 
old enough to get around the city easily 
alone,” eaid Mr. McCormick. It may be 
true that they got locked in a car, but it is 
also possible that they were spirited away 
by kidnapers. I know of no one who would 
take the boys for revenge, however, and 
the ransom motive is not likely. 

“The boys were playing in front of the 
building at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
Mrs. McCormick wanted to send Chester to 
the corner grocery a little later, and when 
she called both were gone. We thought up 

No last night that they might have gone to a 
south side amusement park. They have often 
gone farther than that without getting lost. 
I am sure they are not at liberty in the city 
anywhere, or they would be here. now.“ 
„The children were dressed in a manner 
that would make their identification easy. 
Ralph, the younger, was dressed in a tan 
Indian suit with. fringed trousers and a 
brown cap. Chester wore dark blue short 
trousers and a dark blue cap and a white 
blouse. 

The Englewood police station had thirty- 
six men on the case yesterday afternoon, and 
the number was increased to sixty last night.

Winifred and Ralph King, 5 and 6 years 
old, children of Mr. and Mrs. R. W. King, 
5118 Michigan avenue, visited Washington 
park yesterday instead of going to school. 
Their absence was reported by their teacher 
and Mrs King notified the Fiftieth street po- 
lice, who joined her in a search for the two 
small boys. 

About 1 o’clock in the afternoon the two 
truants returned and discovered that there 
was no one in the house. They had pur- 
chased some candy and were found on the 
front porch by Mrs. King, who was almost 
frantic over their disappearance.

MORE ABOUT YATES. 
(From The Tribune of Jan, 6, 1904.) 
The January Atlantic has an article by 


Edwin Burritt Smith on “ Street Railway 


Legislation in Illinois.” It goes quite

I repeat that in opposing what 
he believed to be corruption [he believed nothing 
of the kind) his ection is honest and brave and 
entities him to the thanks of every good citizen 
of Illinots.

CLEVELAND AND CHICAGO. 

In Cleveland the traction agitation 
was for a 3 cent fare.

Cleveland has secured the low fare, for a 
time at least, and Chicago has settled the 
traction controversy in a way that will 
give it the good service it has longed for. 
As the people of this city are beginning 
to get that kind of service and are sure 
that they will get much more of it within 
a twelvemonth, they are satisfied with 
their method of disposing of the traction 
question. 

The people of Cleveland got what “they 
contended for. They can ride for 3 cents 
when rioters do not upset the car, but 
they do not find their victory so enjoyable 
as they thought it would be. While con- 
tending for a low fare they forgot to 
couple with it a demand for good service. 
It was an oversight, for while they have 
the one they have lost the other. The 
accommodations are not what they were 
when the rate of fare was higher. Fewer 
care are run and there are more strap- 
uangere. Discontent is ripe. At a mass- 
meeting where all elements in the com- 
munity were represented the present mu- 
nicipal management of the lines was vig- 
orously condemned. 

There is a reason for the poor service. 
Mayor Johnson and his manager of mu- 
nicipal traction have set out to prove that 
the lines can be made to meet all neces- 
sary expenses on a 8 cent basis. To do 
that there must be rigid economies, most 
of them at the expense of the passenger. 
The packing of cars will keep down oper- 
ating expenses, 
the number of cars is an economic meas- 
ure. First class accommodations cannot 
be afforded for third class fare.

JAPAN’S EXPOSITION. 

The United States should be well repre- 
sented at the international exposition in 
Japan in 1910. A generous appropriation 
by congreas at the present time may serve 
a double purpose. It may help to dispel 
any oriental notion that this country has 
any hostile feeling toward the island em- 
pire. But there is another reason favor- 
ing hearty participation in this exposition. 

The Japanese have been liberal patrons 
of similar undertakings in the United 
States. At Philadelphia in 1876 and 
again, notably at Chicago, in 1803 their 
displays proved to be among the most in- 
teresting of the exhibits. There were 
thousands of people who attended those 
great fairs who took home with them no 
clearer impressions than the ones made 
by the attractive Japanese sections. 

Perhaps there was one thing more dis- 
tinct: it was the impression made by 
the Japanese visitors. As the keen eyed 
orlentals inspected the wonderful collec- 
tions which illustrated the progress of 
the world in the arts and sciences there 
were many Americans who watched them 
with an awakening and growing interest 
in what some were pleased to call the 
Yankees of the east.“ 

This interest led many to read gbout 
Japan and its people. Many others ac- 
cepted the testimony of their eyes as suffi- 
cient ground for belief in the certain de- 
velopment of this race as one of, the fu- 
ture influential forces in shaping the 
world’s work. The extent of this feeling 
about the Japanese cannot be indicated by 
any standard of measurement. But the 
impression they made upon observing 
Americans was distinct and lasting. 

As a manifestation of friendly feeling 
at a time when some are trying to make 
disturbance between the two nations a 
generous. appropriation for the exposition 
of 1910 is an excelent’ thing. The other | 
aspect.of the ease, however, should not 
be forgotten. It will be a good time te 
reverse the process of 1876.and 1893, 


AS TO RAISING FREIGHT RATES. 

It is not altogether discouraging to 
learn that Vice President Brown of the 
New York Central railroad spoke solely 
for himself and not as representative of 
the eastern lines in hig conciliatory inter- 
view on freight rates.

I have said repeatedly that no question could 
arise in which the roads I am connected with are 
interested, either between the road and its em- 
ployés or the public, that I would not cheerfully 
submit to the interstate commerce commission 
for decision. | 

Events of recent years have clearly 
disclosed the defects and limitations of 
the “public be damned” policy, and, 
though its singular attractions are not to 
be denied by, amy free American citizen, it 
may be said that it is at least obso- 
lescent. f 

Mr. Brown’s belief that e postpone- 
ment of the rate increase from July 1 to 
Oct. 1 provides ample opportunity for 
thorough discussion will undoubtedly be 
justified.

next heir to the pretensions of.the duke of 
Orleans and to the chieftaincy of the royalist 
party in France. He is a man of 68, older 
than his years, and after him comes hisonly 
surviving son, Prince John of Orleans, duke 
of Guise, who received his education and his 
military training at Copenhagen, where he 
made his home with his clever sister, Prin- 
cess Waldemar of Denmark. 

By his marriage with his cousin Isabel, 
sister of the duke of Orleans, he has nothing 
but daughters, and in default of male issue 
the chieftainship of the royalist party in 
France and of the Orleans branch of the 
house of Bourbon would go to Gaston, count 
d’Qu, and to the latter’s first born, Prince 
Peter, now serving in Austria as an officer 
of cavalry, but who !s regarded by the mon- 
arcnists of Brazil’ as their pretender and 
hope, being the son of the ex-crown princeas 
of Brazil.

Fairfax, and the treaty for the surfender of 
Exeter castle was signed in one of us rooms, 
Later on another master of Poltimore allied 
his fortunes with the prince of Orange and 
had much to do with bringing him to Eng- 
land and with establishing him on the throne 
as William III. Indeed, it was in token of, | 
his adherence to the cause of William III. 
that he planted the superb avenue of limes 
which are now one of the glories of Polti- 
more. 

In those days for families to plant limes 
was regarded as an expression of hostility to 
the house of Stuart and as of fealty to 
William of Orange and Queen Mary, and 
this is the origin of many of the great avenues 


land. 

The late Lord Poltimore wedded Migs Flor- 
ence Sheridan, a granddaughter of Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan, and member, therefore, 
of a family which has always been cele- 
brated for its good looks and ita brilliancy, 
and although married just half a century 
ago, the now widowed Lady Poltimore, with 
her snow white hair rolled back from her 
face after the style of Marie Antoinette, her 
soft, flowing robes of lace, still presents a 
most attractive and picturesque appearance.

The Baroness Vaughan, as new owner of 
the chateau, for the purpose of ingratiating 
herself with the peasantry of the parish of 
Menonville has announced that she will in 
future contribute the money necessary for 
the services every Sunday in the church, 
and, indeed, has intimated her readiness to 
bulld a rectory and to establish a resident 
priest there at her own expense.

Judiclary Committeemen,

to report any anti-injunction bill, spoke:

giving as their belief that the present prac- 
tices of the courte should not be interfered 
with in that line. 

Representative Townsend disagreed with 
them, and urged the adoption of a measure 
that would give all people exact knowledge 
as to where they stood in regard to injunctive 
powers of the courts and which would curtail 
their indiscriminate use. 


Manufacturer Assails President. 

New York, May 20.—President Roosevelt 
Was assailed by a speaker at today’s session 
of the National Association. of Manufac- 
turers for his utterances about the improper 
| use of injunctions. The speaker, James A. 
Emery, general counsel for the national 
eounci} for industrial defense, said: 

For four or five years there hes been a 
‘general attempt to push this labor legt. on, 
as inimical as it is. For three years pest it 
has been stated and reiterated in executive 
messages that the right of injunction has 
been misused against labor, and that there 
has been wide abuse of the injunction. Now 
let us look into this and find out if it is true. 
How many injunctions, for instance, have 
there been issued hy courts in the last five 

There have been issued only 828 in- 
junctions ana but 20 of them in labor dis- 
putes. 

“ Thus, I ask, what reason there is for the 
accusation against the courts of the United 
States that the right of injunction has been 
successively used. Wherever does the presi- 
dent get his evidence upon which to 
the judiciary. for the improper issuance of In- 
junctions? He has failed to give the facts 
upon which to impeach one judge, and he has 
thus impeached the whole judiciary of the 
United States”

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How to Scallop. 


Scalloping is used to finish the edge of a 
garment and is an ornamental stitch but 
one which it is easy to work. It is used a 
great deal on underwear and on children’s 
dresses. It also is a favorite finishing for 
the edges of doilles, scarfs, and fancy tow- 
els. In scalloping the edge of the material 
always is held toward the worker. Do not 
Knot the thread, but run afew stitches to 
the point at the left hand side of the work. 
Make a loop with the stitch thread by turn- 
ing it towards the right. Now take up a 
piece of the material, putting the needle down 
a trifle to the outside of the top outline and 
bringing it up, a thread or 20 below the 
lower outline and making sure that the stitch 
is straight. Holding the point of the needle 
towards the sewer, sew into the loop and 
Graw it out. The stitches must be quite 
close together and the cotton should form a 
series of twists at the edge of the work. 

The scalloping is greatly improved if be- 
fore it is worked it is padded by filling up 
the space between the marked outline with 
running stitches, most of which show on 
the right*side. Great care should be used. in 
cutting the material away below the lower 
edge, that the stitches dre not cut with the 
material, thus ruining the work.

Protect Finger When Sewing. 


The forefinger on thg left hand needs pro- 


tection from the needle just as much as does 


the thimble finger. If you will paste a piece 
of court plaster over the finger you will find 
that it entirely protects the finger from 
those unsightly pricks and seratches which 
usually mar it after sewing, and it easily 
is removed. It does not catch in the needle 
as a glove finger is apt to.

To Let In Insertion. 

Wien letting in insertion to form a design 
baste the lace to the right side of the ma- 
terial, in the design which yeu have se- 
lected. Cut the material from underneath 
the lace, leaving about an eighth of an inch 
on each side of the lace. Crease the edges 
of the goods back to forma tiny hem. Now 
overhand the edge of the lace to ¢he hem, 
taking the stitches close to the line of hem- 
ming. 
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Cure Double Chi | 

Beware of the first deep curve of roundness 
and plumpness about the néck and chin, for 
this slight fullness about the lower part of the 
face is the beginning of the double chin, 

One remedy for a double chin is a strap 
which h passed under the chin and tied 
snugly over the top of the head and which is 
worn at night. One reason for using the 
strap at night is that the muscles are then 
relaxed. It is the ugly and homely habit of 
dropping the chin at the moment of going to 
sleep that makes the double chin and de- 
stfoys the contour of the face. 

An exercise which is one of the best known 
for reducing the double chin is taken ag fol- 
lows: Stand before a mirror and try to draw 
the corners of the mouth outward and down- 
ward. When, you succeed in doing this you 
will notice that the entire skin of the neck 
moves upward, The muscles are 80 con- 
structéd that when the corners of the mouth 
are drawn down the skin is drawn up by the 
same muscles.

Demurrage Rules Considered. 

The Chicago car demurrage bureau, which 
handles car loading and unloading for twen- 
ty-four roads with terminals in Chicago, 
considéred the demurrage rules proposed by 
the Illinols Manufacturers’ association at 
ite regular monthly meeting in the after- 
noon. The “average agreement clause in 
the proposed rules, which gives to the ship- 
per returning a car a day ahead of regular 
schedule time the privilege of adding that day 
to the time over forty-eight hours, the “ free 
time allowed for loading and unloading, 
on another car within the same month ig the 
sticking point with the railroads, The rules 

by the manufacturers, including 
the average agreement clause, are the same 
practically as are injeffect in New York, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, and Michigan. 

„% The roads have complained heretofore 
that they could not get their cars returned 
promptly and now we propose through this 
rule to give shippers an inducement to re- 
turn cars as promptly as possible,“ declared 
John M. Glenn yesterday. 


Idle Cars a Temporary Condition. 
‘Just at the present time, when they have 
e cars than they can use, they may prefer 
the demurrage charges to the cars, but this 
is only a temporary condition. We believe 
the railroads will agree to the rules in the 
end the same as they have in othér states. 
The average demurrage clause will mean a 
saving of over a million dollars @ year to 
shippers, but it also will mean money to the 
roads in promptly returned cars.

‘WHEAT AND MAIZE DECLINE. 


Improved Weather Conditions Check 
Bullish Endeavor; Oats Dull. 


@peculative skies were clear yesterday, the 
hurricane of the previous day being mel- 
lowed into a mild, peaceful breeze. The gal- 
leries were filled with people who came ex- 
pecting to see another upheaval in the corn 
pit and a resumption of the strenuous ses- 
sion in wheat, but they were disappointed. 
for affairs on the trading floor were of the 
every day character. At times the markets 
actually dragged, pit racket being but little 
more than a whisper compared to the noise 
of the day before. 

James A. Patten, the recognized king in 
corn, shifted his tactics, selling both wheat 
and corn, according to floor sleuths. Wheat 
and corn displayed weakness the greater 

art of the day, there being evidence that 
do much buying had been indulged in the 
previous session. Sunshine over the greater 
part of the belt dried up much of the bullish 
enthusiasm in the corn trade, and more favor- 
able advices from the southwest stimulated 
bearish sentiment in wheat. Final quota- 
tions on wheat represented net declines of 
1%c for the current month, le for July and 
%c for September and December. Those for 
corn showed losses of \%c for May, %@%Cc 
for July, %@%c for September, and e for 
December. | | 


Wheat Firm at the Start. 

There was enough of a flurry at the start 
in the wheat market to cause a moderate 
dngree of firmness, but it was a matter of 
ouly a few minutes before selling developed 
sufficiently to start values on the down grade. 
The mass of crop advices from both the 
evuthwest and the northwest carried en- 
couragement to the bears. Glowing reports 
emanated from reliable sources in Oklahoma 
end Texas. The coming week will see gen- 
eral harvesting in the Lone Star state, and 
a week later the machinery will be humming 
in the new born state. It is expected that 
new Texas wheat will be moving soon to 
Kansas City and the gulf ports. It is esti- 
mated that the Oklahoma outturn will be 
between 16,000,000 and 18,000,000 bu, with 
the grain of excellent quality. 


Hessian Fly Talk Ignored. 

Traders in general paid little attention to 
further Hessian fiy reports from parts of 
Kansas and Missouri and to thin stand talk 
from these states. Conditionsin spring wheat 
territory on both sides of the international 
line were said to be almost ideal. Manitoba 
will have a materially increased acreage, as 
will the principal sections of domestic spring 
wheat territory. There was more talk of 
drought in Roumania and of impeding rains 
in the Argentine, tut Germany reported im- 
proved weather. Late in the day a cable had 
it that climatological conditions in the Ar- 
gentine were improving. It was officially 
estimated that the wheat yield in the Pun- 
jaub district of India would be 82,560,000 bu, 
against 120,800,000 bu last year. 


Sound Tone to Foreign Marts. 


The leading foreign markets displayed 
strength, but the advances were hardly in 
keeping with the fine showing made on this 
side of the water the day before. Closing 
prices in Europe were at advances of 14@ 
id at Liverpool, Gn at Paris, % at 
Antwerp, and 1%c at Berlin, Budapest show- 
ing a decline of &. chiefly on more favorable 
crop conditions in Hungary. The rise at 
Herlin was on the rains in the Argentine. 
Buenos Ayres wound up unchanged for both 
wheat and corn. 

Receipts at Duluth and Minneapolis failed 
to maintain the ratio of grain recently shown, 
ageregating only 127 ears, against 186 cars 
the preceding Wednesday and 342 cars the 
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stopped selling all at once. This has partly been 
caused by the quotations of the option market, 
but of course much more by the fact that they have 
paid their pressing liabilities and think well of =

The milling demand for wheat is at about the 
lowest ebb it has been in months, no interest what- 
ever being apparent in the market. Quite a lit- 
tle wheat is being sent here from the country, and 
this is more than sufficient to supply current 
needs. Mills bought a little wheat from eleva- 
tors at Minneapolis, paying e to Be over July 
for No. 1 northern. St. Louls and Kansas City 
were quiet and without special feature. Receipts 
in the southwest continued fairly liberal. Du- 
luth wired that there was a little demand for 
Durums, but the export inquiry generally was 
insignificant. The seaboard report said export 
conditions were deplorable. Cash corn was easy, 
with the Bartiett-Frasier brokers again the lead- 
ing buyers. Prices were %c to 1%c lower, the 
better grades fluctuating in sympathy with May, 
Offerings were not large. Oate were steady to 
c lower. The eastern demand for both cats and 
corn was not urgent, but fir sales were made. 
Local sales were 10,000 bu wheat, 200,000 bu corn, 
and 250,000 bu oats. The seaboard reported sales 


of 64,000 bu wheat. 


Selling of wheat was on as large a scale ae 
the buying was the previous day and the trade was 
confused by the big operations on both sides of 
the market. The heaviest selling of the day was 
through Bartlett-Frazier and was credited to Pat- 
ten, while the Chapin house, which was a big 
buyer on Tuesday, sold about 1,000,000 bu dur- 
ing the dey, their last selling order causing the 
break to 80%c. May wheat was under pressure 
the greater part of the day, but there was not 
a great deal sold, as there was practically no 
Gemand. Peavey offered it down early, and later 
there was scattered selling. The local crowd, who 
bought late Tuesday on the theory that Armour 
was covering short wheat, dumped their holdings 
without ceremony yesterday on the decline. 


Shearson-Hammill, Bartlett-Frasier, Peavey, 
Barrell, Chapin, Updike, and Cudehy brokers 
were all on the selling side of wheat. Buying 
was scattered, with fair support early from Dag- 
gett, Skillin, and the local crowd. Comstock was 
the best buyer of corn, with Bartlett-Frazier, 
Pringle, and Wagner the leading sellers. Early 
the J. Rosenbaum Grain company was on the 
selling side, but later wae the best buyer of the 
May.
